A large choir rendered some good 


music.

came near applauding. 
One could feel 


it in the air. But just in the nick of 
time people remembered that all such 
privileges

mornings for the little birds that par- 
ticipate so blithely, in all the songs 
and then applaud themselves and ev- 
erybody else at the close. 


They might be called the home tal- 


ent of the Gymnasium. 


Dr. Benjamin Ide Wheeler's sermon 


made it clear to young and old that 
to be religious is the simplest thing 
in the world. 


He thinks your religion is just so 


much of God as you let shine through 
you. 
It Is the honesty, the kindness, 


the sweetness' of your daily life shown 
toward your fellow beings. 


The ascetic is not the Christian, but 


the one who goes forth into the din 
and surge of life, does the best he 
can with every problem, and by his 
personality uplifts his brothers—he is 
the true Christian.

the strongest, and 


most beautiful parts of Dr. Wheeler's 
whole address. 


One could hear the tramp, tramp of 


marching feet, could see the glint of 
Old Glory as it was borne up the hill, 
..ould catch the martial air, and could 
re.oice with the straggler that, at last 
lie should see the way to join the ranks 
and follow after the Leader, his dan- 
gers and his victories ever after to 
be In company with his comrades. 


Dr. Wheeler's sermon was "one of 


the kind that "doeth good like a medj- 
ane." 


People need to be shown the beauty 


of doing the common things of dailj 
life, just as thousands around are do- 
ing them, patiently, kindly, uncom- 
plainingly. 
It is so good to be told 


.hat that is true religion. 


The average mortal wishes himself 


out of the ranks, away from cares and 
temptations. 
He thinks he could bt 


a real good Christian, if he did not 
have so many trials. , 


Dr. Wheeler said the kingdom of 


Heaven could be right here in Reno, 
that personality Is the spirit of relig- 
ion—"the letter killeth." 


Reno h%s had a spiritual treat, in 


this sermon of Dr. Wheeler's.

THE SHODDY FRAUD. 


F 


ARMERS in all parts of the country, and espec- 
ially sheep raisers shou'd favor the anti-shoddy 


bill. Farmers aiul cattle raisers were divided on 
the oleomargarine hi 1 or some of them in the south 
and west though it mig'il lessen the demand tor 
some of their proJucts used in making artificial but- 
ter. 
But in this shoddy matter the interests of all 


farmers are identical. 


The sheep interest of the country is declining 


and the price of wool s not satisfactoiy. 
In «pite 


of tariff protection which it has enjoyed almost un- 
interruptedly from the beginning of the protection 
period, the wool ndustry is not thriving. 
When 


the present tariff law wa^ passed, the wool growers 
got about the s.he lule ifiey wanted. They have 
found that it wa^ not sa is actory and they have 
called for an increase o dut es. The clothing nian- 
ufarturers c\a m that the ditty is too high already 
and that any increase would be a serious blow to 
their usiness. It s argued that thexwool industry 
needs something more than the assistance that the 
tariff can give .t and that to increase the tariff and 
make clot'jiivj cost more than at present would 
L»L 


unfair to wearers of woolen clothes. 


It has been brought out in an argument before 


the ways and means committee of congress that the 
amount of shoddy used in the mills of the United 
Staies equals the wool that would be produced by 
3O,ooj,ooo sheep. The total number of sheep in 
the country in 1900 when the census was taken, 
was 40,000,000. If shoddy were driven out of the 
mills tliere would be an immediate call for 30,000,- 
OOD more sheep, almost doubling the industry. 
For 


this reason the farmers should favor the measure. 
The sheepmen in Nevada would-be greatly benefit- 
ted by its passage, far more than such "protection* 
as a tariff on wool, however high, could afford. 


Replacing shoddy with wool \vould not lower 


the ; rice of the latter. Shoddy clothes are now 
sold at the price woolen would be worth. 
The 


fraud is practiced on the consumer and the manu- 
facturer pocketb the difference. 
The use of shoddy 


is an imposition upon the wearer for he can seldom 
t.-!l .\hether or not the cloth of which his garments 
are made, is composed of pure wool, though it is so 
labeled and guaranteed. Rags and filth, the mean- 
est and dirtiest kin 1 o- refuse, is ground up and 
forced into cloth to give it weight and substance, 
thus swindling the consumer, and possibly endan- 
geri i.; his health, for the seeds of disease may and 
do lurk in the rags gathered from the filthy corners 
of the earth. 


An analysis o1" goods marked all wool, made by 


experts e uployed by congress, showed that cloth 
for suiting, sold as "finest wool," contained shoddy 
fil.in^. 


Ulstering, sold as '-a'! wool," con'ained 25 per 


cent to 30 per cent o shoddy. 


"All woo', goods," so marked, contained merceis 


ized cotton. 


"Ten ollar trouserings" were adulterated with 


sholdy thread. 


"High riced beaver kerseys" contained 50 per 


cent shoddy. 


Suits o vi una, sold at $25 to $^o, contained 


sboldy rilling. 


Suits solJ at $12 to $15 a suit contained 20 per 


cent cotton and 25 per cent shoddy.
